VEGETABLES ARE NECESSARY 


Formula* Tried Out in Home Econom- 


ic* Kitchen of Department of Ag- 
riculture for Stored and Canned 


Garden Products. 


Every housekeeper knows that by 


the last of February or first of March 
the average family is tired of winter 
vegetables, and yet vegetables are just 
as necessary in the spring diet, if not 
more so, than in the diet of any other 
Reason. So the clever cook uses new 
recipes for the stored and canned prod- 
ucts of the garden and in that way 
tempts the languid spring appetites. 


The following recipes are recom- 


mended by the experiment kitchen of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture : 


Tomato Toast. 


Rub one quart of stewed tomatoes 


through a strainer. Return to stewpan 
and, if not already seasoned, add two 
level teaspconfuls, of salt, half a tea- 
spoonful of pepper and two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter. Place on the fire and 
cook five minutes. Have the bottom 
of a hot platter covered with well- 
toasted slices of bread and pour the 
hot tomato over It. 
Place a dropped 


or poached egg on each slice of toast 
and serve at once. 


Puree of Cabbage and Potatoes. 


I pint boiled finely- drippings 


minced cabbage 2 teaspopnfuls salt. 
1 medium-sized 
lk pint hot milk 


potatoes 
V* teaspoonful pep-

In lunchrooms, bakeries, milk-bottle 
exchanges, etc., have shown that with 
the use of this substance roaches can 
be completely exterminated with very 
little trouble and cost and with none 
of the possible dangers attending the 
use of hydrocyanic-acid gas, another 
efficient means of control. With the 
use of some dust gun or blower the 
sodium fluorid can be thoroughly dust- 
ed over the shelves tables, floors and 
the runways and hiuujg places of tha 
roaches. 


The immediate effect of the powder 


is to cause these Insects to come out 
of tftelr retreats and rush about more 
or less blindly, showing evidence of 
discomfort, to be followed in the course 
of a few hours by their death. The 
dead or paralyzed roaches can be 
swept up and burned, and complete ex- 
termination 
is 
effected 
within 24 


hours. It 
Is not 
definitely known 


whether the sodium acts through the 
breathing pores or as a stomach poi- 
son. Probably, however, It acts in both 
ways, inasmuch as It has been found 
to kill caterpillars fed on foliage dust- 
ed with it.

wunlly followed by a demand for sonietWrg similar in all the adjacent schools.

SLEUTHS' INTUITION AT FAULT 


City People Have Inspected Producer's

Many producers living near summer 


resorts supply produce in the summer 
months to the persons at the resorts, 
and during* the other months of the 
year ship produce to these persons 
while they are in the city. This, say 
marketing specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, is 
one of the best methods of obtaining 
customers for direct marketing, as the 
produc?r and consumer have some ac- 
quaintance. In most instances the cus- 
tomers have been at the producer's 
farm and know under what conditions 
the articles are produced. 


Ono man who lives near a summer 


resort in Indiana is about twelve miles 
from the nearest town of any size. He 
does not desire to drive to this town to 
dispose of his farm produce and is not 
satisfied whli the prices that the huck- 
sters pay. Consequently he built up a 
business of supplying products to re- 
sorters In the summer'and"1 of shipping 
produce by parcel post and express to 
these persons at their city homes in 
the winter. 


The principal products' shipped are 


butter, ejrgs and dressed poultry. This 
producer uses good shipping containers 
and packs produce attractively. As he 
is acquainted with his customers, he 
renders statements of accounts only 
once a month. In this way the matter 
of making payments is simplified for 
the customers. 


This producei- has had no trouble in 


establishing his business nor in retain- 
ing customers. He states that his only 
trouble has been In getting enough 
high-grade produce to supply all of his 
customers.

poultry yard. Often a few guineas are 
raised with a flock of turkeys and al- 
lowed to roost in the same tree, where 
they can give warning if any theft is 
attempted during the night.

The value of the guinea fowl as a 


substitute for game' birds such as 
grouse, partridge, quail and pheasant 
is becoming more and more recognized 
by those who nre fond of this class of 
meat and the demand for these fowls 
Is increasing steadily. 
Many hotels 


and restaurants in the large cities are 
eager to secure prime young guineas, 
and often they are served at banquets 
and club dinners as a special delicacy. 
When well cooked, guineas are attrac- 
tive in appearance, although darker 
than common fowls, and the flesh of 
young birds is tender and of especial- 
ly fine flavor, resembling that of wild 
game. Like all other fowl, old guineas 
are very likely to be tough and rather 
dry.

GREAT ASSITANCE OF BIRDS 


Little Feathered Songsters Do Much 


Toward Good Crop of F,ruit 


by Devouring Insects. 


A good crop of birds goes' a long 


way toward a good crop of fruit. En- 
courage the children to feed the birds 
during the cold, stormy weather and 
in spring they will pay you a hun- 
dred-fold by clearing the orchards of 
insect pests. 


A study of barium carbonate as a 


rat poison, made by the United Slates 
Department of Agriculture, indicates 
that a 20 per cent mixture with food 
makes.a satisfactory bait. With this 
percentage a rat ordinarily needs to 
eat only one-third or three-eighths of 
a meal of average size to get a fatal 
dose. It was found that with this dose 
many of the rats poisoned died with- 
in 24 hours, though an occasional rat 
was found which survived an even 
larger amount, thus indicating that 
100 per cent mortality is not to be ex- 
pected in any case. 


A summary of results of experi- 


ments conducted by various persons 
with a view to determining the dead- 
liness of barium to different animals 
shows the fallacy of the assumption 
that barium is poisonous only to rats. 
It is pointed out that the fatal dose 
of barium per pound tends to decrease 
relatively as the size of the animal 
increases, and that a bait calculated 
to be fatal to rats may be assumed to 
be more or less dangerous to small 
domestic animals also.

One writer on the proper use of words 
says: "Unless you have fallen through 
a trap door and have finished -'our ca- 
reer, do not say, 'I am through,' when 
you mean, 'I am-finished." The school- 
boy .says, 'I am through with'that ies- 
son,' when'he should say, 'I have fin- 
ished that lesson.' The farmer asks 
the man In his employ, 'Are you 
through with that./ field?' when he 
should have asked, 'Have you finished 
plowing that . field?' Too ask your 
friend, 'Are you through \yith that- 
book?' when you should, ask, 'Have 
you finished reading that book?"' 


"I am through" meaning "i have fin- 


ished eating" or "I bave dined" is a 
vulgarism, according to the Standard 
dictionary.

This will give the children of this 
county the advantage of the help of 
the great expert. Some of these chil- 
dren have been recommended for X- 
ray examination and It is hoped to 
have this work done at the Arfnie M. 
Warner hospital. Mr. Gefvert is the 
expert who had charge of fitting an 
Adams county child with a brace, who 
had never walked and bafore the 
'child left his place was able to walk 
around the room. 


Miss McMillan went to Philadel- 


phia with little Sarah Utz, a 7-year- 
old child, of near Bittinger, who since 
birth has suffered from a most unu- 
sual condition. Miss McMillan took 
the child to the Univ. of Pennsylva- 
nia where room had been prepared for 
her on Monday.

Trees Beyond Valuation. 


Ten million dollars' damage annu- 


ally is done to the shade trees and 
hardy shrubs of the country by shade 
tree insects, according to estimates 
made by the bureau of entomology. 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 


It Is very difficult to estimate the 


money value of the shade trees and 
shrubs of the country, but a \i-ry con- 
servative estimate would place their 
value at $1,000,000,000. These figures 
were reached after extensive corre- 
spondence with the forestry and other 
authorities of states and municipali- 
ties. 
A more definite census is aimed 


at, but the figures are taken as de- 
pendable for general purposes. 
They 


are based on the value of trees to 
cities, parks ann_private- property, and 
have no reference to the hare intrin- 
sic value of wood or lumber. An old 
oak tree which, because of its condi- 
tion is not worth $2 for lumber, may 
add $300 to the value of the city lot 
on which It Is located.

The average farmer in Pennsylva- 


nia lost $434.20 due to the decline in 
value of live stock and crops on Penn- 
sylvania farms in 1920, according to 
figures compiled by the state depart- 
ment of agriculture from 800 crop re- 
porters throughout the state. The 
value of farm crops is estimated at 
$53,830,715.12 on January 1, and the 
livestock at $43.998,730.75. These fig- 
ures are about $100.000,000 less than 
the estimates of the year before.
